LONDON (AP). — The British Gov- 
ernment told Libya yesterday to 
hand back the confiscated assets of 
British Petroleum’s Libyan opera- 
tion or pay adequate damages.

Amer was called to the Foreign 
Office and handed a strongly-worded 
note of protest. 

The Foreign Office sald the note 
described the Libyan Government's 
action as cutting across international 
law and therefore iWegal and in- 
valid. 

Anthony Royle, a minister at the 
Foreign Office, also voiced a si- 
milar protest in @ 15-minute inter- 
view with the Libyan envoy. 

The note said the Libyans had 
failed to give an adequate explana- 
tion for the nationalization of 
BP.'’s assets in Libya. In the ab- 
sence of such an explanation, the 
Government said, it was bound to 
conclude that the measures taken 
were a breach of international law 
and therefore invalid. 

These assets have been variously 
estimated at between £75m. and 
£100m. The Libyan field, operated 
jointly by B.P. and American oil 
man Bunker Hunt on a 50-50 basis, 
currently produces 450,000 ‘barrels 
of crude a day. The Libyan mili- 
tary regime decreed the nationaliza- 
tion of B.'s assets on December 
7, citing its divpleasure with what 
it caHed Britain’s complicity in the 
Iranian takeover of three small 
islands ‘controlling’‘the ‘entrance to 
the Persian Gulf.

Castro won’t 
send back 
seized ships 


MIAMI, Florida (AP), —. Cuban 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro declar- 
ed on Wednesday that the captain 
οὗ a Miami-based freighter captured 
last week by Cuban Navy gunboats 
had confessed to being an agent 
for the Central Intelligence Agency 
and would be submitted to “revolu- 
tionary justice.” 

Dr. Castro said most of the crew- 
men of that and a sister ship cap- 
tured earlier, each with a crew of 
14 men, would be released. 

“There will be no return of the 
Ships under the denrands” made by 
President Nixon, Dr. Castro said.

SYDNEY (AP). — A guard was 
being kept on Australian Prime 
Minister William McMahon and 
wife, Sonia, following an umsuccess- 
ful bid to petrol bomb thelr official 
residence in Canberra yesterday. 

Police disclosed that it was the 
third bomb incident at the lodge in 
recent months. “In previous in- 
stances home-made incendiary de- 
vices were thrown into the grounds 
of the residence,” 9 spokesman in 
Canberra said. 

This time, a crudely-made bomb 
—a petrol-filled beer bottle with a 
rag wick — was found in the door- 
way of the lodge after a raider wag 
spotted leaving grounds at 2 am. 

The spokesman said the man was 
challenged and a shot was fired at 
police by another-man outside the 
three-acre grounds. “The policeman 
fired two shots at the intruder 
Jeaving grounds and he may have 
been wounded.” the spokesman said. 

A search of the residence and 
grounds found the bomb. Police 
said the wick had been lit but had 
Bone out. 


Nixon signs anti-inflation law 


WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Nixon signed into law on Wednes- 
day new economic stabilization legis- 
lation which he said means that 
the battle against inflation “can be 
continued and completed in the com- 
ing year." The new law, which he 
had sought, extends and expands 
standby authority for economic 
controls — such as current re- 
Straints on wages and prices—until 
May, 1973, 

Deputy White House Press Secre- 
tary Gerald Warren was asked If 
Mr. Nixon's prediction of victory 
over inflation in 1972 meant he ex- 
pected to lift current controls by 
the end of next year. Mr. Warren 
said Mr. Nixon was confident of 
achieving his announced goal of re- 
ducing annual increases in living 
costs to 2 level of two to three per 
cent next year. 

Yesterday the U.S. Treasury De- 
Partment said the final stage of the 
reciprocal, international Kennedy 


round tariff reductions will become 
effective ag scheduled on January, 
1. 

The reductions represent the final 
stage of the joint effort begun in 


1967 among the world's major trad- 
ing countries to reduce tariff bar- 
riers. Several countries, including 
Canada, Switzerland and Japan have 
already implemented their fifth 
stage reductions and other countries 
will join the U.S. in making the 
final stage reductions on the first 
of the year. 


More Soviet vessels 


in Indian Ocean 

SINGAPORE (UPI). — Two Soviet 
cruisers were expected to enter the 
Straits of Malacca yesterday and 
head northwest toward the Indian 
Ocean, making a total of five Rus- 
sian naval vessels that have passed 
Singapore in that direction in the 
past week, diplomatic sources said 
here yesterday. 

Soviet naval vessels from Rus- 
sia's Pacific fleet have occasionally 
passed Singapore en route to the 
Indian Ocean over ‘the past two 
years. But the recent sightings ad- 
ded up to a zreater concentration 
than the normal trafic, Western 
mihtary sources said.

The U.S. Command said that in 
the 102nd attack, the F105 fired a 
Shrike missile and probably destroy- 
ed the radar site.

LOD AIRPORT. — Boris Kokho- 
bayevsky, one of the earliest fight- 
ers for the right of Soviet Jews to 
emigrate from that country, arriv- 
ed here on Wednesday night as a 
Imember of a large group of Soviet 
ts. He had just completed 
serving αὶ three-year prison term 
for his Zionist activities. 
Kokhobayevsky, an electronics en- 
gineer, was arrested and sentenced 
after he demonstrated against So- 
viet authorities, and publicly sup- 
ported the Israel cause immediately 
after the Six Day War. He was 
released from prison at the end 
of November, and immediately ap- 
plied for an emigration visa to Is- 
rael. 


which he stated: “Silence means 
death. Only in Zionism is there hope 
of saving the Jews of the Soviet 
Union." 

Recalling his imprisonment, he 
said he felt the deep hatred the 
other prisoners had for him be- 
cause of his religious faith. His 
father was murdered in Babi Yar. 


An “Itim" who saw the 
35-year-old Kokhobayevsky alight 
from his plane reported that his 
pale face and haunted look reflected 
the long years of suffering. He said 
his trial had been a farce — that 
the ‘prosecution witnesses were un- 
known to him and he had never 
seen them before. 

All the immigrant families that 
arrived here between Wednesday 
night and Thursday morning, most 
of them from Georgia, left the ter- 
minal for their new homes by yes- 
terday afternoon. Some refused at 
first to accept the flats offered them 
by the Absorption Ministry, but 
jJater agreed to take them. Several 
Of these persons said they balked 
at the flats offered them because 
they wanted to live close to rela- 
tives already in the country.

He was not 
involved in terrorist activities. 

Police were informed of the case 
by a citrus grove watchman, Jazdi 
Tubah, during his interrogation on 
suspicion of membership in the 
P.L.F, He was arrested on Decem- 
ber 7, but the story emerged only 
this week. 

Tubah told bis questioners that 
one of the executioners had been 
Abdel-Rahman el-Hub, 19, of Jeba- 
γα, who was arrested in Septem- 
ber, disguised aa αὶ woman, Now 
serving a jail term for throwing 
ἃ grenade at a bus, el~Elub at first 
denied the story, but broke down 
when confronted with a photograph 
of himself and two others shown 
polnting guns at two local boys. 

The photograph was found in an 
album with several other pictures 
of terrorists, in a bunker uncovered 
earlier this week. 

El-Hub was chief bodyguard to 
Ziad Husseinl, commander of the 
PLA. in the Gaza Strip, who com- 
mitted suicide last month. He said 
that the chief executioner bad been 
Mahmoud Basili, the terrorist killed 
with his teen-aged wife in a clash 
with an army patrol two weeks ago. 

El-Hub said that, one day last 
August, two girls and a boy had 
been brought to a grove where he, 
ΒΑΘ and three other men. were 
waiting, They were bHndfolded and 
had their hands tied behind their 
backs. 

At Baglli's orders they strangled 
and buried the teenagers.

Werhaftig poured out his troubles 
to the Prime Mioister yesterday 
over the new draft Chief Rabbinate 
Elections Law. Dr. Warhaftig re- 
portedly told Mrs. Meir that, if the 
Alignment insisted on the abolition 
of the rabbinical majority on the 
electoral coHege and on setting an 
age limit on Chief Rabbis, he could 
not tee that the elections 
would ever be held: opposition 
among the country’s rabbis and da- 
yanim to such changes would be 
too strong. 
The new Chief Rabbinate Elec- 
tions Law — the framework for 
the proposed elections — passed its 
first Knesset reading last March, 
and Dr. Warhaftig was charged 
with preparing regulations under it 
and submitting them to the Cabinet. 
He did this during the Premier's 
U.S. visit, and the regulations 
which emerged after the Cabinet 
debate — with Dr. Warhaftig, as 
he asaerts, being overruled on seve- 
ral points — contained many impor- 
tant innovations, compared to the 
last Chief Rabbinate Biections Law, 
passed in 1963. 

The proposed regulations, when 
word of them leaked out from the 
Cabinet, raised a storm of protest 
from rabbis and dayanim, The main 
objections were:
